ESSEXVILLE DIRECTORY 


Essexville is a smali settlement or village situated about two and one half miles down 
the lake on the same bank as Bay City, in the township of Hampton, and contains perhaps 
from three to five hundred inhabitants. 1tis a growing place with a few active mex init 
‘who are driving «brisk business principally inthe manufacture of lumber, lath, shingles, 
barrels, and salt, There are afew stores, a hotel, meat market and other shops of less 
‘importance, which usually make up the fist necessaries co commence anew fawn. The 
place isso near their interests as well as streets so uniting and linked together already as 
to make itnecessary at no distant day to become on of the Wards of Bay City 


‘The place was named after Mr, Ranson P Essex by adding the ville, who was one of 
the early pioneers and first among the settlers, owning at one time the principal portion of 
the land now occupied by so many public and private buildings, the indwelling of so 
many souls. Mr. Essex settled ere in 1849, since when he has platted a large portion of 
is lands into village lots and has sold a number of them on which some fine residences 
are located, A Few lots are reserved for bimself, and a few as yet unsold. 


Messrs, Langstaff & Smith have considerable land in this locality, some of which has 
also been platted into village lots, which are selling rapidly. Other additions will at once 
be necessary o supply the increasing demands for building lots, thereby give quarters for 
those settling here year after year putting up mills and manufactories, and for those 
seeking labor and other branches of trade. Certainly zhere is greater improvements and 
_more building done down the river towards the bay than in any other direction, and while 
Essexville isa handsomely situated, infact more convenient for vessels, and village 
property far cheaper than in any of the other towns above, there is no risk in buying and 
building without fear of reward.

THE CHILIAN QUESTION. 

Wo submit an extended report of 
President Harmson’s message to con- 
ress Monday, together with the corre 
aponderce accompanying it, regarding 
the Chilian controversy. It shonld be 
read carefully, as it covers the care 
completely. The tone of Provident 
Harrison's mosnago is digaitied and con- 
aervativo, and yet it carries with it ia 
no mistaken tones the coarse this eoun- 
try will porsoe in case a recourse to 
arms is necessary, The following por- 
tion of the message has the ima ring of 
Americanis 

Tt has beon my desire io every way to 
cultivate frisadly mod intimate rela 
Hons witb all the goraroments of this 
hemisphere. Wo do act covet thetr ter- 
Milory. We desire thair paaoe aad pros- 
perity. We look for no advantage io 
ur relations with them, except the in 
creased exchanges of commerce opoo = 
basis of mutasl bones: We regret 
every civil contest. that disturbs their 
peace and parslyzes their development, 
and are always ready to give our good 
offices for the restoratioa of peace. Te 
musi, howevar, be understood that this 
goverumont, while exotcisiag the vt 
Most forbearance toward sweaknr pow: 
‘ors, will extend its stroog and adequate 
‘protection to ite citizens, to its officers 
And to its bumbiest sailor, when mado 
the victims of wantonness and eraelty, 
in reaantment, sot of their personal 
miscondze:, bat of the official acts of 
sheir government. 

‘These words are sufficiently convince 
ing to the Chilian govermeat :o show 
that no matter bow smal! or how great 
a foreign country may beit ean not with 
impunity insalt our flag aud murder oar 
citizens. 

To this Ohilian affair the forbearance 
of this government bas been remarks- 
ble, and bat for the President's desire 10 
gst at all the facts in the hope of brioging: 
‘about a peaoofal settlement of tbe difli- 
alty, the altimatam would hava gone 
forth weeks ago. 

With the exception of a few Demo- 
cratic papers that are ologoly allied with 
British intersats the eotire press of this 
country consistently apbeld the attitude 
taken by this govaramoat, aad the al- 
‘moat aciversal commont on President 
Harrison's message is that it is an able 
document, forcibly aud clearly uphold- 
ing the dignity and importance of the

tbe logisiatare enact that it sball be a 
misdemeanor for aay persoa to eater a 
aaloon during the hours wheo it is sap- 
posed to be closed in obedioucs to the 
requirements of tho law, io order to 
aecare evidente upon which to obtain 
eonvictions of salooc keepers of bar 
tenders who violate the law, In this 
‘way the liquor sellers propose to make 
itimpossible for the police or any ove 
else to enforos the excise law aod to 
proveat tho sala of liquors at hours 
when sooh sala |s legal. 

‘The foregoing ars somo of the resuite 
the people may expect, from the frand 
legislature. Is it not disgusting to every 
decent man and woman in the State?

Hugh McDonald was bora June 8, 1842 in Scotland or Canada 
according to various sources. His family settled in the town of 
East Williams, Middlesex Couaty, Ontario either just before or 
Just after helwas born.

He was a U.S. soldier during the Civil War, serving in the 
15th Michigan Volunteer Cavalry according to his cemetery 
gravestone and the 1890 veterans census. Michigan only had 
eleven cavalry regiments, however, and the actual regiment in 
which he served is not known. 


Hugh McDonald married Gynthia Anne Beckwith Cheeseman, a 
widow with two children, sosetime after her second child was 
born in 1873. Their daughter Bffie McDonald was born January 
10, 1878 in Bay City, Michigan. Cynthia Anne Beckwith was a 
daughter of William >. Beckwith of Westmoreland, Oneida County, 
New York. 


In the 1880 census, Hugh and Cynthia Anne Beckwith 
McDonald appear in Westmoreland, Oneida County, New York with 
their daughter Effie and the two children from her previous 
marriage, Laurence A. Yates recalled his grandfather and 
grandmother McDonald iiving ona small farm in Westmoreland 
about 1909. Hugh McDonald died in Westmoreland on March 13th 
or 14th, 1900. Cynthia Anne Beckwith McDonald died in Utica in 
November, 1918.

PENSION APPLICATION FILES 


Pension application fies, based on Federal (not State) service betore World War |, usually Include an 
official statement of the veteran's miltary service, as well as information of a personal nature. Pensions 
based on military service for the Confederate States of America were authorized by some Southern States 
but not by the Federal Goversment until 1959. Inquiries about Stats pensions should be addressed to the 
‘Stale archives or equivalent agency at the capital ofthe veteran's State of residence after the war. 


BOUNTY-LAND WARRANT APPLICATION FILES 


‘Bounty-and warrant application files are based on Federal (not State) service before 1856. Documents in a 
‘bounty-land warrant application fle are similar to those in a pension application file. In addition, these files 
usually give the veteran's age and place of residence at the ime the application was made, 


MILITARY SERVICE RECORDS 


Minary service records are based on service in the UNITED STATES ARMY (officers who served before 
June 30, 1917, and enlisted men who served betore October 31, 1912); NAVY (otficers who servad tofore 
11903 and erilsted men who served before 1886): MARINE CORPS (officers who served before 1896 and 
‘enlisted mon who served betore 1905): and CONFEDERATE ARMED FORCES (officers and enlisted mon, 
1861-65). In addition to persons who served in regular forces raised by the Federal Government, volunteers 
fought in various wars chiefly in the Federal Government’ interest trom the Revolutionary War through the 
Philippine insurrection, 1775-1902, 


Compilations of information conceming most miltary service portormed by individuals in volunteer organ- 
zations during the 19th and early 20th centuries are available, but such records were not compiled for 
Regular Army officers who served betore 1863 and for Regular Army enlisted men and Navy and Marine 
Corps: personnel who served during mast of the 19th century. Records pertaining to such service are 
scattered among many files and. generally contain few details conceming a man's service. We cannot 
Undertake the research necessary to locate ail such documents. I! you request a military service record, we 
will copy the documents that best summarize the veteran's servic. 


‘The record of an individual's service in any one organization is entirely separate from his record ol service in 
‘another organization. We are unable to establish accurately the identty of individuals of the same name Who 
‘served in different organizations, If you know that an individual served in more than one organization and you 
desire copies of all of the miltary service records, submit a separate form for the service record in each 
‘organization. 


Discharge certificates are not usualy included as 2 part of a compiled miltary service record. Belore 1944, 
‘Army regulations allowed the preparation of an orginal discharge certificate only, which was. given fo the 
soldier. Confederate soldiers in service al the time of surrender did not receive discharge cerificates. They 
Wore given paroles, and these paroles became the property ofthe soldier.

KING, Jabez (Eider) (Northampton - King’s Cemetery) 


Info from the 1931 Fulton county cemetery records. Remains removed 
from the former Cranberry Creek Cemetery in 1930. Born in Woodstock, 
Vermont. "Ordained fo the ministry May 5, 1810" in the Christian Church. 
‘According to Ken Shaw, Elder Jabez king held services in Cranberry Creek 
Chistian Church for one year in 1821 following Eider Jacob Capron. 
Meetings were held in the homes of members. Frothingham - "History of 
Fulton County" - names him pastor of the 1st Christian Church of Union Mills 
‘on March 9, 1818, Another report names him pastor of Galway Christian 
Church - no date. HRRD records show the remains removed from Denton's 
Corners (Osbom Bridge) Cemetery in 1930,
